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War Makes Fools of Men 


The controversy between the 
American ground and sea forces 
and air power has brought out im- 
portant phases of our military situ- 
ation that ordinarily would not 
reach the public. (1) Our military 
planners have made full and detailed 
plans to bomb Russian cities and in- 
dustrial centers with the admitted 
realization that we would thus kill 
many millions of Russian citizens, 
most of whom hate communism 
and have been its first victims. To 
kill one Communist we would 
slaughter tens of thousands of in- 
nocent people in the name of free- 
dom, democracy and Christianity! 
What kind of world leadership will 
that give us? Has all this been 
planned with no moral or intellect- 
ual qualms whatever ? 

No, we cannot give the excuse 
that the Russians are planning to 
do the same to us; they no doubt 
would if they could, but the bomb- 
ing controversy has also empha- 
sized that (2) the Russians are not 
seriously attempting to compete 
with our huge long-range bombing 
planes. The Communists are revo- 
lutionaries, depending for success 
upon their ability to win the al- 
legiance and following of the com- 
mon people. Thus the Soviet has 
carefully avoided mass bombing of 
civilian populations. They did little 
of it even when advancing upon 
German When they were 
compelled to break the Nazi grip 
Dresden, they requested our 
bombing squadrons to destroy the 


cities.

famous German city for them, 
which we very willingly and 
promptly did! Subsequently the 


Russians, in occupying Dresden, 
made it clear to the populace that 
it was American bombs not 
Russian — that swept the city and 
killed thousands of civilians. While 
it is known that the Soviet is not 
even attempting to compete with 
us in building big bombing planes, 
they are however keeping our air 
planners on edge with their rapid 
production of advanced models of

AMERICAN QUAKER LEADERS have been holding discussions 
with Russian officials, exploring the possible grounds of agreement 
between the two countries. The Quakers are skilled negotiators, some of 
them with more actual experience in dealing with foreign peoples and 
their problems than most of our political leaders in Washington. The 
reports from these conferences have been submitted to Washington and 
reveal definite, concrete areas for understanding between Russia and 
Ameriea. The Quakers, through years of selfless service and humani- 
tarian ministry have won the confidence of even the Russians, — and in 
turn the Quakers in their many dealings with Soviet authorities have 
found the Russians reliable. The two groups can trust each other and 
that trust in some way seems to neutralize the revolutionary extremes 
of the Communists. The Quakers have put to a test the gospel’s dictum 
“Overcome evil with good.” Will the mutual trust be transferred to 
Kremlin-Washington relations? Probably not, for both have ample rea- 
sons not to trust each other. And it is doubtful if the Kremlin really 
wants peace. They don’t want war, — but they want a crisis condition 
to prevail in which communism can grow. The same thing is true in 
Washington. A depressio.: would likely hit hard if “peace broke out” and 
armament spending were grossly curtailed. And do you think the Demo- 
cratic Party wheelhorscs would like to head for a “Truman Depression”, 
— to say nothing of the steel, airplane and shipping industries? 

A door IS open to peace. The Quakers have opened it. But men 
are not morally prepared to enter it.

EACE PACT? By separating the arms commitment from the At- 

lantie Pact, Congress finally endorsed the Pact after many months 
of delay. By leiving the arms commitment out, the Pact is a noteworthy 
peace agreement — and everybody is for it. 


WO STRONG CURRENTS of action are now stirring behind the 
scenes in Washington. One is hope-filled, honest and noble — the 
effort called the Atlantic Union Committee for a Federal Convention of 
Democracies, headed by former Chief Justice Roberts and others (see 
Between The Lines, July 11, 1949). The purpose of this group is to pro- 
mote the Atlantic Pact as it now stands into a genuine peace move by 
making it the first step towards a real federation of world states leading 
to united world citizenship, converting national armaments into a united 
world police power. 

TRYING TO SCARE US AGAIN? The other movement is 
originating in our politico-military-industrial clique who are blind to all 
other forces but big guns and big bombers and who would welcome war 
with Russia as a means of removing now, even at great cost, the threat 
communism holds over our economic status quo. This movement is now 
assembling so-called “data” on Russia’s preparation for war, — informa- 
tion that will be used to scare our citizens and the Congress so we'll 
support the vast re-armament program for the Atlantic Pact nations. 

This new scare may not go over. We’ve been scared so much al- 
ready! Like the little boy on Halloween who said, as the party got dull, 
“We ain’t searin’ so good any more.” It’s a fact that even some editorial 
writers are poking fun at the War Dept. for crying “Wolf” too often. 
Nevertheless the War Dept. is stuffing its propaganda machine with 
statements to the effect that American intelligence agents have “discov- 
ered” that Russia has an army of 6 million — (we’re surprised it isn’t 
more, for, including the Soviet’s trained reserves, they should have 9 or

10 million, since Russia, being the world’s greatest land power, has 
always maintained huge land forces). Aud you'll probably be hearing 
of Russia’s air power of 15,000 planes, — which has a threatening sound 
indeed until you find out that the Russian air force consists chietly of 
short-range tighter planes. The 15,000 operative Soviet war planes in- 
clude only about 7 per cent of bombers of sufficient range to be effective 
on offensive tactics, according to a United Press story on July 26. News 
of the great fleets of Russian submarines will be headlined, but no 
nation can carry on a successful foreign attack with submarines. The 
undersea craft is but a defense arm — whereas offense is based on tlo- 
tillas of marine transport, air carriers, heavy cruisers, ete., of which 
Russia has few, for military periodicals speak frequently of the fact that 
Russia is concentrating their limited industrial production on the army, 
artillery, tanks, fighter planes and submarines, — all defensive weapons. 

But the American people are not being told these things. We are 
to be whipped up to support vast new expenditures by such new seare 
stories about Russia’s preparation for war. 


LAGRANT DECEPTION: This repeated effort to stir up the 

American people again to a war fever is as deceptive, dangerous 
and un-Christian as many things that characterize the Soviet propa- 
gandist. Must we sink to their level to curb them? 

The Hoover Commission on Reorganization of Administrative 
Agencies of Government has denounced the practice. In 
report last December the Commission revealed that “faulty intelligence 
reports” last spring (48) brought the nation to the brink of war before 


making its 


heing corrected. The Commission was being very polite. The reports 
were not faulty, but false. On Dec. 2, the N. Y. Times military analyst, 
Hanson Baldwin, reported that “war seare” publicity was deliberately 
used to promote Selective Service and the re-armament drive. He flatly 
charged that these scare stories were inspired in Washington where pre- 
dictions were hurled about that “there would be war before autumn.” 
Another respected tigure, Dr. Alonzo F. Myers of New York University, 
also made a sweeping indictment of this technique of the military, 
citing much additional evidence. 


IASED STATEMENTS: Another spot where the American public 

is being misled is in the reaction of European leaders to the At- 
lantie Pact. There have been statements in the press quoting European 
leaders on the immediate need for the Pact to be implemented by a re- 
armament program. A serutiny of these statements reveals that they 
come chiefly from European politicians, military figures and leading 
European industrialists who stand to profit enormously by an American 
financed re-arming of Europe. It is the counterpart of the same clement 
that is pushing for big scale war preparations here. 

These are the groups who are telling the American people how 
much the Europeans desire our re-armament aid. These are the ones 
our reporters are sent to interview; these are the ones to be found around 
the fashionable hotels, cafes, cocktail bars where Americans stay — 
hoping to be interviewed. To promote the belicf that their nations must 
continue to receive American aid in any form — butter or guns isa 
business with them, for they profit by it all. You will note that there 
are no quotations from educators or the clergy (except Roman Catholic 
dignitaries), few if any labor leaders or agriculturalists. Those who 
would really speak for the people aren’t quoted in America. For while 
they would tell of their fears of Russia, they would also speak of thei 
fears of America, that by our rashness, we will bring war again. The 
people of Europe all hailed the Atlantie Paet — anything that binds 
them to the strength and resources of America is fine. But as the Pact 
was revealed as a military plan, — a program of re-armamet the 
fears and misgivings have mounted. 

EUROPEANS ARE REALISTS:

have robbed and bled Europe for generations, who are tied in with the 
richest industrial aristocracies of Europe, — most of whom supported 
Hitler and Mussolini.

2. We will endeavor to set up secret air bases in Norwegian and 
Danish territories, in North Africa, perhaps Spain and other Mediter- 
ranean points. This will not be done openly but through the air forces 
of the different Atlantic Pact nations. Through the Atlantie Pact 
lend-lease we can furnish all the necessary materials and advisers, who 
under the flag of the cooperating country can prepare bases for our 
instant use. 

3. Atom bomb conferences are now being held to work out plans 
so that England and her most intimate allies can cooperate with us in 
accumulating A-bomb supplies, stock-piling, building attack bases. 

Russia is naturally watching every such move for they also know 
this is what an armed Atlantie Pact really represents. 


O WAR: We would, however, advise our readers that, notwithstand- 

ing all this, there is still little danger of war with Russia in the 
foreseeable future. We believe: (1) That European reluctance to allow our 
military to carry out extreme war preparation measures — which might 
result in retaliatory measures on the part of the Soviet (such as oceupa- 
tion of Finland, Sweden, Balkans) — will continue to maintain a balance 
in the present stalemate; (2) That the documentary and historical evidence 
overwhelmingly points to the Communist plan of world conquest 
as being achieved not by way of armed invasion, as our politico-military- 
industrial cliques try to interpret it, but by revolutionary infiltration, 
capitalizing upon poverty, hunger and desperation — to destroy existing

(3) The present controversy also 
reveals that the major portion of 
our military leadership do not be- 
lteve that the atom bomb could win 
a decisive victory in spite of caus- 


ing untold suffering to civilian 
populations. (Hanson Baldwin, 
military expert for the N. Y. 


Times reviewed this on July 20). 

(4) The use of the A-bomb would 
have to be promptly followed by 
ground troop invasions on a huge 
scale or we would only arouse, in- 
furiate and further strengthen the 
enemy nation’s power to. resist. 
Yet one can hardly find any mili- 
tary authority or military scientist 
who believes that we can success- 
fully invade the vast Russian areas 
and occupy the Soviet domain. In 
other words, our military and po- 
litical leaders in speaking of war 
with Russia are emphasizing and 
concentrating on those weapons 
and methods of warfare that their 
own experts say are inadequate! 

The politicians and the military 
talk profusely about our military 
and industrial superiority to the 
Soviet, broadly implying our 
ability to win a sweeping victory 
with our long range striking power 
— yet they have no answer to the 
question — ‘‘When we have smash- 
ed Russia’s industrial cities — what 
next?” They never quote experts 
because the experts would spoil 
their speeches! 

The ground forees versus air 
power controversy has also turned 
the light on the fact that the post- 
war Strategic Bombing Survey 
flatly contradicts much of the air- 
war news fed to the public by our 
War Dept. during World War II. 
Our bombing attacks were con- 
stantly hailed as skillful and ex- 
tremely effective. It is now known 
that the official Strategic 
Survey reported that, while our 
boys fought with great courage, the 
effectiveness of our bombing was 
far below the wartime “facts” 
given the public. Just this year the 
editors of the American Air Forces

His arguments are unanswerable and make 
some of the little men who are turning the big wheels in Washington 
appear to be blind unaware little men indeed. 

You MUST look up these articles. However, in a few words here 
is Toynbee’s analysis: The Russian revolution is part of the great inevit- 
able unfolding of history, an effect, not a cause. It threatens our 
economic and social system, but like all threats it can be turned into a 
constructive stimulation to compel us to improve, reform and advance 
our western capitalistic civilization which WILL die unless it is im- 
proved, reformed, advanced. If we accept communism’s threat as such 
a stimulant, we will revive and restore the foundations of our civilization 
and its economy which in itself will utterly defeat communism, for the 
red tyrants have no other way of spreading their doctrine except through 
the failure and collapse of our own system. 

We ean slowly overthrow communism by the strangulating in- 
fluence of our own revived and awakening economie democracy. The 
cold war will likely last throughout our entire generation but it should 
end in a great renaissance for the West rather than in a destructive 
shooting war. Toynbee is hopeful but sternly realistic.
